SCHOOLS ENROLLED 
1500 THIS YEAR 
1/ ------- 
The highest average daily attend­ 
ance fo r 
a 
month 
in the Sikeston 
public schools was reached in March, 
w hen the average 
w as 1083 pupils, 
according to Supt. Roy V. Ellise. The 
lowest daily average w as reached in 
Ja n u a ry 
with 
924 
in attendance. 
This includes both white and colored 
students. 
The total enrollm ent of both 
the 
schools this year was 1500, 200 
of 
which was in the colored school. This 
figure is misleading as 
it 
includes 
all who enrolled during the year. The 
highest enrollm ent at any one time 
was 1237. 
Of these 1101 were 
en- 
rolled in the white school and 13ff in 
the colored. 
This enrolm ent like the 
average attendance w as higher than 
tohse of any preceding year. 
The 
discrepancy 
between enroll­ 
ment and attendance figures are to be 
attrib u ted in the main to a floating 
population. 
T ransients enrolling a n l 
moving on, sickness and truancy are 
the chief causes for attendance being 
less than 
enrollment. 
“Sickness 
:n 
J a n u a ry was the chief cause fo*- the 
low average attendance only 924 a t ­ 
tending out of an enrollm ent of 1140. 
Sikeston's grow th has caused the

A Coroner’s v er­ 
dict of suicide was returned.

Yates of Bonne T erre last night from 
Jackson and visited h er at her home 
a short tim e afterw ards. 
When

left her home shortly before m idnight 
he wrote her a letter, which she 
le 
ceived today. 
It said: 
“ I am in g reat 
trouble. 
1 have no money. 
I have 
allowed m y insurance to lapse, 
l»u. 
have sufficient G overnm ent insurance 
to provide for my burial". 
Simpson is the son of

TH IS WEEK 
IN MO. HISTORY 


F ifty years ago on the fifth day of 
May (1875) the makers of M issouri’s 
present 
constitution 
assembled in 
Jefferson City. 
Their work has 
en­ 
dured longer than that of any other 
of our six constitutional conventions. 
Judging 
the 
future by the present, 
their work, which today exhibits re­ 
markable virility, is assured another 
decade and possibly an ultim ate age 
of three score and ten. Despite m ove­ 
ments well led and even a new con­ 
vention with high personnel in oppo­ 
sition, the work of these sixty-eight 
constitution 
m akers 
of 1875 seem s 
now more likely to persist than it did 
even ten years ago. 
The 
constitutional 
convention of 
!875 w as alm ost an accident. 
A few 
11s, political prejudice, and 283 out of 
22,315 votes gave it birth. 
The Mis- 
iuri lawm akers of the ’50s and ’60s 
njoyed 
wide 
powers and exercised 
hem. 
The evil fruits were special 
legislation 
gone wild, a 
large state 
ebt, and high taxes. 
The constitu- 
ional convention 
of 
1865, proposed 
to im m ediately and 
unconditionally 
m ancipate the slaves 
in 
Missouri, 
uined a good constitution by radical 
ufl'rage disqualifications. 
Its “Iron 
Clad O ath” for voters made it ana- 
Itema to all Dem ocrats and many Re- 
lublicans. 
The early nullifying 
of 
this unpopular law, however, did not 
blot it out o f the people’s memory or 
ncline them to endorse the rest 
of 
the work of 
the convention of 1865. 
Many still looked askance at the con- 
titution of that year for its bad fea ­ 
tures, even after these features had 
bene expunged. 
The fire w as fan­ 
ned nto flam e. 
But, even after per- 
istent 
propaganda, 
open 
partisan 
hip, and several years of hard tim es 
with declining prices, the people fa- 
ored a revision of the constitution 
f 1805 by a m ajority vote of only 
283 in a total vote of 222,315. 
The sixty-eigh t delegates of 
1875 
were 
able, 
educated, 
conservative 
men. 
All except seven were I)emo- 
rat c. 
Six were Republicans 
and 
one was a “ Liberal”. 
From an econ­ 
omic viewpoint they were substantial 
men. 
Their stability from property 
was re-enforced by the conservatism 
of age. 
F ifty per cent averaged fifty- 
six years old. 
They were men 
ex ­ 
perienced in war and intlation, 
p“r~ 
nal and property insecurity, public 
indebtedness and rising taxes, falling 
prices and hard times. Two-thirds of 
them were law yers. 
Over 
one-half 
were 
members 
of 
a church. 
Two- 
thirds had received a college or uni­ 
versity education. Like the delegates 
of the 
first 
Missouri 
constitutional 
convention (1820) 90 per cent 
were 
American born and 75 per cent hailed 
from slave-holding states. 
By every 
analysis of the personnel, the 
dele­ 
gates 
of 
1875 
were 
conservative. 
Their work reflected this characteris­ 
tic.

1820, the convention of 1875 had

third convention, 1861-1803, was call 
ed to consider the relation of M issou­ 
ri to the Union. 
It w as not chosen 
for the purpose of changing the con 
stitution. 
But it assum ed constaitu 
tional powers, amended the conscitu 
tion, and carried on the provision« 
government of Missouri for over two 
years. 
It was 
composed of ninety 
nine delegates, who 
w ere 
in actual 
session 
only 
sixty-three days. 
It 
framed no 
constitution. 
The fourth 
convention was that of 1865. 
It was 
composed of sixty-six delegates who 
were in session 
three 
m onths. 
Its 
constitution was adopted by 
a vote 
of thirty-eight to thirteen and rati 
lied by a majority vote of only 1,862 
in a total of 85,478. 
The convention 
of 1875, composed of sixty-eigh t del 
egates, was in 
ession three months 
It unanimously adopted a new consti 
tut ¡on and its work was ratified 
by 
the large majority of 76,688 out of 
91,205 
votes. 
The 
sixth, and last 
constitutional 
convention, 
1922-23 
was 
composed 
of eighty-three dele 
gates. 
It was in existence one and 
one-half years and in actual session 
207 
days. 
It 
adopted 
twenty-one 
propositions 
of constitutional revis 
ion. 
Excepting 
six 
of these, which 
were of minor importance and sim ple 
amendatory character, the work 
of 
this convention was rejected by the 
pepole. 
The constitution of 1875 is a mir- 
; ror of Missouri history during 
the 
! proceeding quarter of a century. 
I 
know of few documents more definite 
1 and 
detailed, more conservative 
in 
government and skeptical of popular 
politics, than this fundam ental law 
of the state. 
It breathes the experi- 
, ences, many bitter, of tw o m illion hu- 
^ man beings. 
This people bad 
made 
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m istakes, they had been m isled,— they 
were disillusioned 
regarding 
them ­ 
selves and their representatives. 
So 
■,’e find not one hut scores of restric­ 
tions on state and local governm ent, 
’hey lim ited, as never before and sel­ 
dom since, the powers of their legisla- 
utre. 
In finance they limited 
the 
ouree and 
the 
outgo. 
They even 
pecified the order of appropriations, 
»ltd put the pay of legislators last. 
State aid, or lending the sta te’s cred- 
was prohibited, and a new 
state 
lebt over $250,000 made im possible 
without a two-third m ajrity popular 
sanction at the polls. 
They had not 
forgotten 
their 
public credit m axi­ 
mum of $30,000,000 of 1859, and 
the 
state railroad debt. 
State taxes were 
limited to twenty cents, and when the 
valuation reached $900,000,000 to fif­ 
teen cents. 
They had 
not forgotten 
the 00 cents state 
rate 
of the ’00s. 
They placed thirty-tw o subject pro­ 
hibitions on special legislation. 
As a 
•esult, the size of the session acts de­ 
creased from 709 pages in 1865-1875 
to 
275 
pages 
in 
1875-1885.

The main criticism of this consti­ 
tution has been directed against 
its 
ordinary 
legislative 
characteristic, 
its 
detailed

ganic 
provisions. 
The 
criticism 
is 
just. 
But it may have been this very

The recent 
conviction 
of Gerald 
C hapman of first-degree murder was 
brought about, his attorneys contend, 
because the defendant had an infam­ 
ous name. 
lie had been hailed afar 
as a “ master criminal”. 
Much of this 
unwonted fame came to him because 
of his two escapes from prison, which 
were acclaimed as fine pieces of work. 
In point of fact, they were bought e s­ 
capes, in which the criminal or 
his 
friends bribed guards to permit him 
to gain freedom. 
The famous escapes of history, and 
the 
enlargement 
of the 
restrained 
man has been 
the 
theme of stories 
since stories began, were the result 
of ingenuity, skill and daring on the 
part of the incarcerated one. 
Some 
of the memorable escapes of ancient 
and modern times make Chapman’s 
feats seem commonplace. 
Accounts 
of some of these follows: 
From Siberia 
Marie Sukloff, young Russian nihil- 
st, lay in the hospital of Irkutsk Pris­ 
on, Siberia, in 191U, 
She had under­ 
gone an operation 
and 
by feigning 
slow recovery was able 
to 
convince 
nurses and guards of her helplessness. 
Friends had smuggled into her boy’s 
costume, which 
she 
concealed 
be­ 
neath her mattress. 
They had 
a r­ 
ranged for a carriage to wait just 
outside the prison gates. 
, 
Seeing 
her 
chance, 
she 
hastily 
dressed while the nurses were 
a t­ 
tending to other patients. 
When th<■ 
guards on the walls were looking the 
other way she slipped from the hos­ 
pital and dashed for the gates. Thei 
was a cry of alarm, a volley of bullets 
which spattered in the dust 
about 
her fe e t. . . .safe, she 
flung herself 
into the carriage. 
But 
the pursuit ' 
was too hastily organized for her to. 
reach the haven in the city she had 
prepared. 
Changing her plans, 
she 
ordered the driver to draw up before 
a sumptuous residence on an avenue 
shaded by trees. 
She rang the bell and an aged lac­ 
key answered. 
Pushing the astonish­ 
ed 
man 
aside, 
she sprang 
up the 
stairs and searched the bedrooms for 
clothes. 
He followed 
her, so dum- 
founded 
that he 
automatically an­ 
swered her questions. 
She put on a 
great lady’s habiliments and then ran 
to the rear door of the house. 
With 
the silent servitor behind her, 
she 
opened it and darted into the street. 
T hat evening she gained the home of 
a friend 
of 
“politicals”, who 
had 
agreed to shelter her. 
Marie was to 
act as a serving m aid 
At dinner 
she was serving 
soup 
to the lady’s 
guests when papers were brought in 
which told of her escape. 
The son of 
the house recognized her from 
de­ 
scriptions and.’ 
he said he would 
keep her secret. 
Dressed as a Sister of Mercy, a re­ 
volver clutched in her robe she s ta rt­ 
ed by train for the Manchurian 
and 
Chinese 
borders. 
There,in 
a small 
Manchurian village, she met by 
a r­ 
rangement, a young man, also escap­ 
ing from Siberia. 
She dressed as a 
bride and he as a bridegroom. 
The 


The 
idea 
of escape came to Rufin 
Pietrowski, a Polish youth of noble 
birth, while he labored in the con­ 
vict town of Irtiehe, Siberia, in 1845. 
He accumulated 200 francs and warm 
clothes. 
His 
plan 
was 
to 
travel 
across the Ural Mountains, over the 
steppes of Petchora 
and 
Archangel 
to the White Sea, where he believed 
he might find a foreign ship 
which 
would carry him from Russia. 
He 
knew that if he failed he would 
be 
punished with the-knout. The strong­ 
est men fainted at three lashes and 
five lashes generally killed. 
Posing as a workman and then as 
a pilgrim, he made his way across a 
thousand frozen miles to Archangel. 
There he found Russian sentries pac­ 
ing the decks of every ship in the har­ 
bor. 
He turned aside and found 
a 
.-mall boat 
which 
wmuld 
take 
him 
down the river to 
Petrograd. 
Still 
posing as a pilgrim, and using forged 
passports, 
he 
reached 
Petrograd. 
There he found a 
ship 
which would 
take 
him 
to 
Riga. From Riga he 
crossed into Prussia. He eluded sen­ 
tries on the border and got as far as 
Königsberg. 
Here, w ith liberty in his 
grasp, he fell asleep in a cornfield 
and was arrested by a German Con­ 
stable. 
Prussia had at that time an 
agreement to return all refugees 
to 
Russia. 
The good-hearted burghers of 
the 
town, knowing the fate that awaited 
Pietrowski were he reutrned 
to Si­ 
beria, told him: 
“ We will allow you 
to escape at your peril” He slipped 
away from his guard that night and 
ran down the silent streets of Königs­ 
berg. 
Soon he found a way to Paris, 
where he was safe. 
From Pretoria 
During the Boer War, Capt. Ayl­ 
mer Haldane of the Gordon Highland­ 
ers, Lieut. Lc Mesurier of the Dublin 
Fusiliers and Sergeant-Maor Brockie 
of the Imperial 
Light 
Horse were 
taken 
prisoners 
by 
the 
Boers and 
lodged in the Staats Model School at 
Pretoria, capital 
of 
the Transvaal. 
This was a large barrack-like stru : 
ture, well guarded, and the prisoners 
were lodged on the ground floor. 
After ineffectual attem pts to btihe 
the sentries and to tqnnel from 
the 
place, Capt. Haldane and his compan­ 
ions adopted a simple scheme. 
Un­ 
derneath the room where they were 
kept was a space about two and one- 
half feet high and quite large as to 
other dimensions, between the flair 
and the ground. 
Word 
had reached 
the pris >ners that they were shortly 
to be moved to another and stronger 
prison. If they were to act they must 
act promptly. 
So one day the three men opened 
a trap door in the floor and crawled 
down into cramped quarters beneath.

comrades 
offered to smuggle 
food to them. The plan was for them 
to wait until all the prisoners

From Libby Prison 
Col. Thomas E. Rose of the Union 
Army was taken prisoner at the bat­ 
tle of Chickabauga and sent to Lib­ 
by Prison in Richmond, October 
1, 
1863. 
This was the most important 
Confederate prison and notorious for 
its ill treatment of the men confined. 
It had been a tobacco warehouse and 
was 
built 
of

Good Way to Avoid Perpet­ 
uating Diseases. 


The same crops should not occupy 
the same space In the garden from 
year to year. 
There are several rea­ 
sons for this. 
One of the chief ones 
is to avoid perpetuating disease which 
may have afflicted gome of tlie vege­ 
tables tiie germ* of which may carry 
over in the soil. 
As members of the 
cabbage tribe and the bean and pea 
family suffer from different ailments, 
their positions should be switched in 
order that any such pests may be dis 
continued. 
A good plan is to reverse last year's 
plan and then change it back again 
next >ear, tints furnishing a rotation 
of crops. 
If tills is not done, at least 
the 
arrangem ent 
should he changed 
by moving Hie sectious devoted to one 
vegetable this year to some other po­ 
sition in the garden removed a few 
feet at least next year. 
A good rule Would be to plant the 
root crops next year where the leaf 
crops such 
as lettuce and spinach 
have grown tills year or to give the 
root crops t,he space next year where 
the legumes, a term applied to mem­ 
ber' of tiie pea and bean family, bave 
been this year, 
lt will not be a ditti- 
cult matter to study out this arrange­ 
ment with a little practice. 
Planting the 
taller growing crops 
such a* corn and tomatoes on one 
side of the garden one year and then 
moving them over to the other side 
the following season will he a con­ 
venient method of securing rotation. 
I.f rotation cannot he conveniently a r ­ 
ranged because of the small size of 
the plot, tin* best way Is to make up 
for tlie deficiency by careful fertiliz­ 
ing and occasional liming of the soil to 
sweeten it up.

EXCURSIONS IN 
CORRESPONDENCE

O ther Detail» in Business 
Letters 
I 
F THERE are letters which do not 
require an answer, or which may 
be Ignored entirely, these are not busi­ 
ness letters. 
Some letters we may 
acknowledge or not, as we please, or 
as our time permits; others we may 
delay 
answering for days, or even 
months, without subjecting ourselves 
to criticism, but the business letter 
should have an Immediate reply. 
One should have a place to keep 
unanswered letters, even If his busl 
ness does not Involve an extensive cor­ 
respondence--a basket, or a drawer, or 
a portfolio of some sort, so that tlie 
possibility of forgetting, or mislaying 
an unanswered letter is reduced to the 
minimum. 
Even if one does not have a stenog­ 
rapher, and must type or write his own 
letters by hand, he should set aside a 
certain time of the day. or the week 
for doing this, and stick to his sehed 
ule religiously. 
Such a practice con 
serves time, and nervous energy. Most 
of us spend as much euergy in worrying 
over w hat we have to do as in doing 
it. 
There Is no more excuse for not 
answering letters promptly, than there 
is for not brushing one’s teeth, or pav­ 
ing one’s taxes promptly*. 
The busiest 
men answer their letters most prompt­ 
ly, because experience has taught them 
that if they delay, the unanswered cor- 
respondence will pile up. and swamp 
them. 
Whenever a man alleges that 
lie was too busy to answer his letters 
you may set it down us pretty eonriu- . 
slve, that lie is either careless, or pro-1 
crastinatlng. 
Most business men who lmve a large j 
Correspondence do not 
fold

or 
s£ul 
their own letters, but leave that task < 
for a clerk to <lo. after the leiters ure . 
signed. 
It is seldom safe to sign a let- I 
ter of any Importance that has not j 
been carefully read, for even tbe most 
• Hreful stenographer, not to speak of 
tbe man hlrnself, if he has written ids 
letter by band. 1* likely to make mis­ 
take* in tlie baste of transcribing, 
which would be detected if tlie letter 
were carefully 
read 
before it was 
signed. 
T be caption which one now often 
see* at tbe bottom of business letters— 
"Dictated by Mr. Brown, but not read,” 
shows a baste, and 
a 
carelessness 
which is not conducive to confidence, 
or suggestive of care 
If uu enclosure is to accompany the 
written sheet, definite attention should 
he called to tlie fact in the body of 
the letter, aud again mentioned, by the 
word "enclosure,” typed in the lower 
left hand corner of the letter, in order 
that tlie clerk, who is responsible for 
folding and sealing the letter, may not 
overlook the reference, and omit the 
enclosure 
It is always a source of ir­ 
ritation to read, "Enclosed please find,” 
and then not be able to find the en­ 
closure. especially if it is a paper, or 
an article of value. 
It Is very often desirable that the 
w riter «if a business letter should Indi­ 
cate his position, or ids title. The fact 
that lie is the secretary of the church, 
or president of the hank, or treasurer 
of the corporation, or an officer of rank 
and authority, will often affect the im­ 
portance of what he says in his letter, 
*nd he should indicate this position be- 
iow his signaiure to the letter. 
W hatever the situation, a husiuess 
.etter should always be courteous in 
(one. 
Your correspondent may be tn- 
lolent, or abusive, or unreasonable in 
his demands, or impatient in his sug­ 
gestions, but the force and effect of 
your reply will be Increased if you 
n aintaiu an even, quiet tone in your 
reply. 
If you keep to the point under 
liscussion with brevity, dignity, and 
rourtesy, refusing to notice any in­ 
nuendoes, or insults, you will show 
four self-control, and win your point 
tuore easily. 
One of the most difficult situations to 
neet in a business letter is the cor- 
•ectiou of an error. 
An order is mis- 
«id, there is confusion in names, an 
rnvelope is misdirected, or there is a 
Misunderstanding of what was desired, 
ind a mistake is made. 
Inexperienced 
nen, often, at once assume that this 
trror was Intentional, that some one is 
frying to cheat them, and they sit 
town in the heat of tlie moment aud 
ivrlte an angry protest. 
Only recently, 1 wrote a boy’s father 
slth reference to Ids son’s work, but 
it proved to be the 
wrong 
father. 
Phere were two G. F. Johnson’s in tbe 
mme ehrsS, and. as 111 luck would have 
t, I had the right boy but the wrong 
father, who immediately got into a 
»tate of mind, and wrote me quite 
ibarply. 
It was easy to explain tbe 
aitstake, and quite as easy, also, to 
xeep my temper In doing so, and to 
suggest to the father that, since one 
hoy’s name was George and the other’s 
Reraid, there would he less likelihood 
of error, if each would sign one full 
name. 
Most business men are willing, and 
eager to correct an error if it is called 
to their attention, for such errors are 
almost never intentional.

M A R K E D M S ESCAPES OF HISTORY 


The recent 
conviction 
of GeraUl 
C hapman of first-degree murder was 
brought about, his attorney* contend, 
because the defendant had an infam­ 
ous name. 
He ha«l been hailed afar 
as a “master criminal”. 
Much of this 
unwonted fame came to him because 
of his two escapes from prison, which 
were acclaimed as fine pieces of work. 
In point of fact, they were bought es­ 
capes, in which the criminal or 
his 
friends bribed guards to permit him 
to gain freedom. 
The famous escapes o f history, and 
the 
enlargement 
of the 
restrained 
man has been 
the 
theme of stories 
since stories began, were the result 
of ingenuity, skill and daring on the 
part of the incarcerated one. 
Some 
of the memorable escapes of ancient 
and modern times make Chapman's 
feats seem commonplace. 
Accounts 
o f some of these follows: 
From Siberia 
Marie Sukloff, young Russian nihil- 
st, lay in the hospital of Irkutsk Pris­ 
on, Siberia, in 1010, 
She had under­ 
gone an operation 
and 
by feigning 
slow recovery was able to convince 
nurses and guards of her helplessness. 
Friends had smuggled into her boy’s 
costume, which 
she 
concealed 
be­ 
neath her mattress. 
They had 
ar- 
ranged for a carriage to wait just 
outside the prison gates.

Seeing 
her 
chance, 
she 
hastily 
dressed while the nurses were 
at­ 
tending to other patients.

flung herself:

Chinese 
borders. 
There,in

Manchuriun village, she met by

rangement, a young man, also escap­ 
ing from Siberia. 
She dressed as a 
bride and he as a bridegroom.

ruse carried them past Russian spies 
to the sea. They took ship for Genoa, 
arriving there safely.

Pietrowski, a Polish youth of noble 
birth, while he labored in the con­ 
vict town «*i Irtiche, Siberia, in 18-tf». 
lie accumulated 200 francs and warn» 
clothes.

tils merits. It will he one of wealth or 
poverty.
